Hehoboaui is the only son of Solomon 
mentioned in the Bible. 


A common foith 
and worship 
are 


mighty bonds: for. indeed, all unity 
grows out of tho unity nf spirit. 
If. 


therefore. Jeroboam should allow his 
people to ,mal;o their accustomed pil- 
grimages to Jerusalem, ho would find 
their allegiance slipping away from 
him, and lie recognized this clearly 
enough. 
Jeroboam, therefore. Estab- 


lished a center of worship for his little 
kingdom at Shcchem. on Mt. Kphraim. 
Khechcm 
was one of the oh], old 


shrines of 1'alestine, rich in long as- 
sociations for the people. When Abra- 
ham entered the land of Canaan, he 
camped under an oak by the place of 
Khechcm and tiiore built an altar unto 
the Lord. On the same ground Jacob 
pitched his lent, built an altar, and 
sunk a we.ll. Towards the close of his 
life Joshua gathered all the tribes of 
Israel at Shcclicin and sot up a great 
stone under the oak that was by the 
sanctuary of the Lord. He also made 
it a scat of refuge. 
Under the Judges 


thorn was a temple of ftaal in 
the 


neighborhood and the population seems 
to have been Canaanitish. Jeroboam 
rebuilt or forfeited the town, and built 
himself a palace there as well as set 
up an altar. 


In later times a Christian temple 


was built upon the same site, and so 
through thu centuries this place has 
been a shrine. If Jeroboam had dedi- 
cated huj altar to tiie Lord and made 
it the center of a true spiritual wor- 
ship, he wouTd not have done so badly, 
hut lie made instead two calves of gold 
and set them up as the gods of Israel, 
so turning the 
people hack 
into an 


idolatry to which they were constantly 
being tempted through their weakness 
and through ihc example of their 
Canaanitish neighbors. 
The images 


themselves 
were probably of 
wood, 


overlaid With gold. 
We should have 


lo gn back to Kgypt to find the origin 
of this particular form of idol worship. 
The. calf was perhaps the "symbol of 
strength 
and vital energy." so that 


what we have is a kind of nature wor- 
ship, which easily lent itself to very 
great, abuses. The whole tendency of 
this worship was to debase the wor- 
shiper. 
"Jeroboam's calves remain in 


the world forever, until the Last Day: 
for whatever a man places his confi- 
dence and trust in. setting God aside, 
that is to him like Jeorboam's calves, 
which be worships and invokes instead 
of tho only (rue. living, eternal God. 
who alone can and will give counsel 
and help in all need." 


The Northern Kingdom had nineteen 


kings, and all \Vere bad. Over 
and 


over the sacred historian says of them 
that 
they "followed in the stops of 


.leroboam. the son of Nebal. who made 
Israel to sin."

tween what, the farmer got for his conduct and what he had to 
pay for the things he purchased.

That is truth plainly evident. The only fault to find with Mr. 


Howard's statement of it is that it is not only an injustice to a 
class of toilers aud producers, it is a positive evil to all. 


It is indisputable that there can be no good times, no 
wide 


distribution of prosperity unless the .soil brings a fair margin of 
profit to those who work it. Profit, however, to him does not nec- 
essarily mean high prices, only thnt what, he gets as h:s return shall 
bear a* just proportion to what becomes his essential outlay, lie 
can not sell corn for 35 cents a bushel and pay $5 a day for labor, 
or $350 for machinery that he once bought, for $50. Either the one 
must go up or the other must come down. 


But the evil of prices to..the farmer is accentuated in 
tlic 


condition long prevalent that the consumer of his 
products does 


not get them at a comparatively low price. 
Soincwnerc there is 


too much waste-some strongly assert, too much profit—between 
the farm and the table, but the exact why and when-fore have nn 
been exactly determined, 
pimply the cause Js 
somewhere anil 


W'kinn- disastrously. The bright, spot is that the farmer is 
not 


laying down. He is steadily j-'oiug lo his task and planting 
and 


preparing to reap, possessed of the full faith and the cert tun one, 
that fair adjustment is bound to come in the course of time.
